World Food Problem Eased 
By North Area Yields---UN 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization said yesterday that Northern Hemi- 
sphere harvests have turned the tide against postwar world 


starvation. 

But fod production, it said, still 
'ags far behind world needs. 

The report, to be presented to 
the fifth session of the FAO an- 
nual conference convening here to- 
morrow, emphasized the gap be- 
tween the living standards of rich 
countries and poor ones. 


“The trend over the last dec- 
ade,” it said, “has been that the 
well fed of ten years are better 


off than before, and the poorly fed, 


for the most part, worse off.” 


Representatives of 58 countires 
are gathering here to see if they 
can find some way of getting farm 
surpluses to the hungry to help 
solve the world’s food problems. 

The meeting will be held at a 
time when some countries are 
turning to crop control measures 
to prevent surpluses, despite the 
fact that much of the world is 
undernourished. This situation 
exists largely because shortage 
areas do not have the money to 
buy surpluses of other areas. 

The conference holds particular 
significance to the United States, 
because tt is one of the big food 
producing countries which is adopt- 
ing restrictive measures to prevent 
the accumulation of unmarketable 
surpluses. 

The FAO report said that the na- 
tions of the world face two big 
in their battle against 
hunger. 

One was said to be the need for 
supplying underdeveloped areas 
technical aid aimed at helping 
them increase their own food pro- 
duction.

Christmas Plane Rams Home: 
Three Die in Detrrit Tragedy . 


DETROIT — (4) —A big freight 
plane delivered its load of Christ- 
mas gifts to Detroit yesterday in 
a mass of flames and death. 


Three persons were killed as the 
twin-engined DC-3 plunged into a 
house, unleashing a blazing tor- 
rent of gasoline. 

The two crewmen, Arthur De- 
dee, 26, of Brooklyn, N. Y., the pi- 
lot, and O. L. (Gus) Morrow, 31, 
of Hackensack, N. J., the co-pilot, 
were trapped in the wreckage. 
Their bodies were not removed un- 
two and a half hours later. 

Harold Witzke, 36, died in Sara- 
toga Hospital. He was taken from 
the demolished house with both 
legs almost cut off. Four other 
persons in the house were injured 
—one sériously. 


J. E. Scott, Research Chief of 
Meteor Air Transport Company, 
owners .of the ship, said engine 
failure was apparently the cause.

To Present Georgia Plan 


(Editor's Note: The fifth of a series on Highway Depart- 
ments of the South follows. Seeking to reduce politics in road 
building, Georgia’s Legislature will consider creating a Con- 
stitutional Highway Board in January.)

TALLAHASSEE. Fla.—Georgia, seeking to take politics out of 
her State Highway Department, cannot find an ideal pattern when 
she looks at Florida’s Highway Department. 

Florida doesn’t have the road politics that Georgia does. Florida’s 
Governor isn’t beseiged by county delegations wanting highways. 
There are some charges of political road building made during 
Florida’s gubernatorial campaigns. but nothing like the charges 
hurled in Georgia’s political campaigns. 

There’s no reason why Florida couldn’t have the road politics 
that Georgia has, however, because her Highway Department setup 
is similar to Georgia’s. Political observers down here say Florida 
Governors just haven’t established a precedent of meddling in 
the road department, like Georgia Governors do, 

Like Georgia, the Florida Governor appointg&the members ef 
the Highway Board, and the Senate confirms ther#. While Georgia's 
board is advisory, Florida’s board—and not the Governor—picks 
the chairman, who is the full-time director. Florida’s department waterfowl living in the Okefenokee. 
has a job classification and is covered by the State retirement | 7 , 
system. Georgia’s department will come under the merit and retire- 
ment system, which provides job classification, in January. 

Like most other Southern States—but unlike Georgia—Florida’s 
Highway Department receives gasoline funds earmarked for it. 

Florida’s department retains a smaller percentage of the gas tax 
than other States, however. aie 

Florida has a 7-cent gasoline tax, like Georgia. The Road Depart- 
ment gets 4 cents. Two cents stays in the counties. (The State 
spends the 2 cents of the county money, but it must be spent in 
the county in which it is collected.) One-half cent goes to schools 
and one-half cent goes to the general fund.

For ‘Bottlers 


Some Atlantans may be blowing 
up balloons for the police next 
year. 

But there won't be anything 
festive about the occasion as their 
breath will be measured for alco- 
bolic traces by one of three de- 
vices Police Chief Herbert Jenkins 
has in mind. 

Chicf Jenkins recently included 
a $500 budget request in the 1950 
budget appropriation to purchase 
one of the machines currently be- 
ing investigated by a Police Cap- 
tain. 

The three devices studied—the 
Drunkometer, the Intoximeter, and 
a blood testing apparatus—all 
have their merits the Chief said. 
Currently he leans toward the 
Intoximeter as the simplest. 

The two meter devices require 
the blowing up of a large balloon 
by the person suspected of drunk 
operating. The air is then released 
in a tube of*chemicals which 
comes up with something more 
nearly approaching the truth than 
the usual drunk driver's estima- 
tion of his consumption. 

The only thing, Chief Jenkins 
emphasizes, is that such scientific 
breath testers cost money, and 
this is still to be approved by the

Georgia Young Demos Influential 


Georgia’s senior Democrats could learn a lesson in political influence from Georgia's Young Demo- 


crats. Play hard to get. 


We dropped in on the National Convention of Young Democrats at Chatta- 


nooga Friday and found Georgia wielding a powefrful influence. Where this State usually is ignored 
in national political circles, Georgia’s Young Democrats were being sought out by those States which 


had candidates running for national organization offices. 
Georgia had a representative on all four of 


the convention committees. Since each of the 
‘cbmmittees had only 20 members, Georgia was as 
well represented as most any State, and better 
represented than most States. Rep. Marvin Bra- 
geal, of Dawson, was on the Credentials Commit- 
‘tee. Weldon Archer, of Buford, was on the Reso- 
lutions Committee. Dempsey Leach, of Rockdale, 
was on the Constitution Committge, and Richard 


Garr, of Canton, was on the Rules and Perma- 


nent Organization Committee. 


Only four States-had more votes than 

Georgia in the convention. Georgia had 24 

~ wotes. So did Tennessee. Ranking ahead of 

Georgia in votes were California and Ohio, 

* with 50 each; Texas, 46, and North Caro- 
dina 28. . 


The Georgians, who said little on the conven- 
tion floor but did plenty of caucusing with other 
delegations to prevent the convention from in- 
dorsing the Civil Rights program, was startled 
into laughter at a woman delegate from Pennsy}- 
vania. She spoke often and long on many sub- 
jects. Then when the roll-call vote came, she an- 
nounced: “Pennsylvania casts its one vote ‘No’.” 
After all the racket, the State had only one vote 
to cast. Big New York didn’t come to the conven- 
tion, neither did the Dixiecratic State of Mis- 
aissippi. : 
~. The convention saw congressional politics in 
many States under Erle Cocka, Jr., of 


Dawson, who is slated to be National President of 
the American Legion next year, and Garland 
Byrd, of Butler, Chairman of Georgia’s delega- 


tion at the convention, were discussed as suc- 


cessors to Rep. Steve Pace, of Americus, who has 
announced he will retire. Cocke said Pace should 
reconsider. Dr. W. E. Burdine, of Blue Ridge, 
former State Commander of the American Le 
gion, reportedly will oppose Rep. John Wood, of 
Canton, for the Ninth District seat.

Wishes He Had 
The Answer to This! 


A good many years ago 1 was sent up into 
the cavernous region of Kentucky, out from the 
town of Sand Cave, to a ravine with a small 
cave opening at the north base. 

I was one of many newspapermen there in the freezing cold 
of. February in Kentucky .. . waiting for two weeks while they 
dug down to the body of an obscure cave hunter called Flovd 
Collins, who had crawled .into that opening, got caught, and died. 

Millions of words were sent out of that place, many of them 
by way of telephones hung on trees there by the ravine. 


A short time ago a little girl fell down a well shaft out West 
and for three days the nation prayed and was sad and hung on 
every printed and spoken word... until, finally, the pitiful body 
was brought out. 

Every day, meanwhile, there are children abused, killed and 
neglected in every city. The Juvenile Homes are crowded. Little 


of it attracts any attention. 
Cotton Yesterday I got a young man to go out and ask 15 per- 
sons chosen at random what they thought about the 

cotton crisis in the State and the South. 

Not a one knew what the crisis ' was. 

The papers have been discussing#it editorially for some time 
and the news columns have been full of it, too. It is a disaster 
which will cause much suffering and sorrow. 


Last year a survey revealed that 30 percent of the people 
in any congressional district didn’t know the name of their rep- 
resentative or the number of their district. A good 20 percent 
didn’t know the names of both their State senators. A shocking 97 
percent couldn’t name all the congressmen from their State. 


More recent polls have shown that only about 25 percent of 
the American people are enough aware of the leading foreign 
policy problem, which may one day bring on war and kill their 
sons and husbands, to answer one or two simple questions about it. 

The cotton crop failure is so bad it is sure to cause a speeding 
up of population movements in the cotton South, a further over- 
crowding of cities and a sharp increase of those on relief and in 
search of steadily decreasing jobs for those who are unskilled. 
There aren’t many jobs left for persons who can’t read or write. 
The pick and shovel worker is about gone. Yet, our educational 
level is a little over the fifth grade. There are a lot of people 
who must work who can't really read and understand the minor 


problems of their city, county and State. 

‘Why?’ A column on cooking or reminiscences about an old 
. country road or boyhood on a farm will draw more 

mail to a newspaper office than a column’‘jon the vital wheat crop 

in Yugoslavia, about which the writer may have been writing out 

of experience painfully gained by travel and study. 

It is an old axiom in the newspaper business that the “thumb- 
sucking” or “think” pieces don’t get many readers. But that a 
piece about the inability of a woman to select a man’s tie or being 
awakened at night by a drunk on the telephone will bring in 
the readers. 

A fellow who has spent a lot of time in Germany or Russia 
can do himself a well-thought-out, accurate analysis of a very vital 
situation and the average reaction is: “Gone global on us, eh?” 

I recall pondering on this fact of life during those days I was 
sitting on a log out there in the freezing cold near Sand Cave, 
with the miner’s drills going down there in the shaft. A mine explo- 
sion during one of those weeks got five paragraphs, yet it had 
killed 40 men. We were writing columns out of Sand Cave about 
one man who never had amounted to anything, anyhow. 


: The last time I was in Germany I! wrote five 
Sentiment articles about the very vital problem of the coal 
mines and the factories in the Ruhr. It was touch and go and the 
Communists were hard at work trying to tilt the balance. They 
got little mail. A column I did on going to see four little German 
girls brought in dozens of letters. 

Religious articles, giving comfort and encouragement, or just 
any sort of piece about the Bible, will draw lots of comment. But 
an article on the new Government of Israel in the Holy Land 
and its meaning in terms of bringing the industrial revolution to 
the feudal Arab lands won’t fill the first five rows. 

Divorce cases, murders, accidents—all of which are news and 
a part of our lives—have readers. An analysis of municipal! 
taxes or State revenues goes begging. 

I think newspapers have got to keep printing more and more 
of the significant and important national and foreign news. And 
I don’t see how all of it can be written in terms of everyday life. 

I don’t know the answers. I wish I did. I wish I knew why 
more people would rather read about a new salad than about the 
new Government of West Germany. 

I think it goes back to our educational methods, which don’t 
seem to provide very «much of a perspective. 
And I wish I did. I really do wish I had the answer to this one. 


I think it is something we in the newspaper business have got to 
find out.

Four Stories High 
And Basement, Too 


There were seven flights of stairs in the home 

where I lived as a boy. | 
“ Two from. basement (kitchens) to first floor 
(dining room, parlor, efc.) 

Two more to second floor (bedrooms, bathroom and playroom.) 

Two more to third floor (more bedrooms.) 

And one more to the servants’ bedrooms on the fourth floor. 

It-was one of a solid block of identical residences, in the “Balti- 
more Block” style. The construction must have been good, for I 
do not remember ever hearing a sound through the walls from 
neighbor on either side. 

No central heating. Fireplaces in each room. A big coal cook- 
ing range built-in to one kitchen wall. Coal fire in the dining 
room. Gas fires in other rooms. 

No electricity. Incandescent gas lights. 

Vacuum cleaners hadn’t been invented. I can remember seeing 
the maids polishing the exposed wooden portions of the stair 
treads and risers, on their knees, patiently moving one step at a 
time. No wonder it was necessary to keep three servants, at least. 


: | There were five meals a day. Breakfast, lunch, 
Five Meals afternoon tea, dinner and supper. All the food 
was cooked in the kitchen in the basement and carried up the 
stairs to the dining room. After the main meals, too, soiled dishes 
had to be carried down for washing, though for lighter meals 
sufficient table equipment was kept in a butler’s pantry which 
opened oft.the dining room. Actually, all meals save breakfast 
and dinner were comparatively light, even though frequent. 

We drank hot tea at all meals. We hadn’t heard of iced tea and 
I scarcely knew the aroma of coffee until after I crossed to this 
side of the Atlantic. As for any other beverage, my father was 
the strictest of strict teetotalers; alcoho] in that home was utterly 
unthinkable. 

Breakfast consisted pt vast quantities of toast, hot cereal, and 
platters of bacon, eggs’ and sausage. 

The child’s staple for lunch and tea was buttered bread, cut in 
thin, folded sandwiches, with a variety of cakes on the side. 

It was to be many years before Herbert Hoover would cam- 
paign for the presidency by promising two chickens in every pot, 
but my mother would have blushed with shame to serve only 
one roast hen at dinner. Always two fat fowl! on the platter. Or 
a six-to-ten pound beef roast. Or mutton. Or a pair of ducks or 
a leg of lamb. 

Only a Charies Dickens could do literary justice to the meals 
of a middle class English home during the ‘nineties. 


1 We baked all our own bread. There was a regu- 
Baking Day lar baking day, once a week, with the delightfu! 
aroma of hot loaves filling the house. Somehow, it never seemed 
to get stale, though the day of the fresh baking was a special 
treat. : 

Staples like flour and sugar and lard were bought by sack or 
tub. Stored in the rear basement, with the barrels of apples and 
the shelves stacked with homemade presérves.

He argued a little, saying that it 
was too big for a little girl but I out-talked him 
so pretty soon he made out an order and I went 
over and paid the cashier two bucks, and proudly 
lugged home the big box with the wagon in it. I 
remember on Christmas Eve old Jughaid Jarman 
came out with a bottle of something or other 
somebody on his beat had given him—beat re- 
porters always got such gifts, at Christmas time, 
except maybe the man on the Federal run, or 
the luncheon club beat—and we sat down on the 
kitchen floor and put the wagon together and 
the darn thing nearly filled the little apartment 
kitchen. 


And on Christmas morning it was just 
like Charley Coleman had said. She didn’t 
pay any attention to it. It was like giving a 
fire engine to a little child. But she got a lot 
of pleasure out of it anyway, for her Mama 
bundled her up warm and lugged the wagon 
downstairs and pulled her up and down the 
street in it.

Why, without the off-the-record asides, a lot 
of Capitol pundits would be pounding the police 
beat at $100 a week, instead of clipping gold 
coupons and second-guessing the income tax ex- 
perts, because all the top news would be page 
one, covered as it should be by the people who 
bothered to attend press conferences and listen. 

This is not to indict the person-to-person con- 
fidence. Everybody wants friends to share secrets, 
but in news, as in love, two’s company and 
three’s a crowd. 


There is a lot of personal peril in being 
a party to someone “talking behind the 
public’s back,” because such stories have a 
way of getting out and leaking to the nearest 
newspaper, and the innocent bystander with 
a pencil and a police card is immediately sus- 
pected of being a traitor. During the war, 
for example, a high-ranking Army officer 
blurted out several inflammable truths here, 
only to hurriedly cover up by saying they 
were of course off-the-cuff. The unhappy re- 
porter, knowing he had a bead on a nation- 
wide story, accepted the gag rule and bore 
his news burden for several years until the 
report came out from Washington a year or 
so ago, and made exciting columns for the 
eager-beaver commentators. 


No reporter ever lived who didn’t grind his 
teeth at the smart politico who gathers the mob 
of newsgatherers about him as one big happy 
family and whispers out of the corner of his 
mouth,” this is off the record, boys, but I think 
you ought to know an impeachment is coming 
up for Brother Big. Just didn’t want you to be 
scooped.” 

Scooped, the dickens! 

Before morning, the presses will be shouting 
and screaming with his off-the-record scandal 
from the columns of people who can operate 
“from a reliable source,” while the authenticated 
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version of the news, if any, may filter down In a 
month or so as sterile, and just as exciting as 
pasteurized milk. 

Beside the man who puts his journalistic 
friends in that spot, the tough old goat who mut- 
ters “no comment” is a hero. 

I knew a managing editor once who had a 
rule for the undercover gossip. ‘Don’t tell 
me secrets in the office,” he would throtfle those 
who tried to peddle news in the manner of sup- 
pressed postcards, “This is a newspaper.” 

That evening, over a bridge table, he would 
grin and say, “Don’t tell me news at a party. 
I am resting.” 

Socially, it was effective. It separated him 
from the invitation tendered for publicity pur- 
poses only, and winnowed his friends down to 
the ones who really enjoyed his cantankerous 
company. 


After-hours can be confusing, to a news- 
paper fugitive. Let one venture into a party, 
guilelessly enjoying himself with the hors 
d’oeuvres, and forgetting entirely there is 
such a thing as a press, and someone will 
interrupt the first good joke of the evening 
with a raised eyebrow and the hushed warn- 
ing, “You forget there are members of the 
press present!” It is a comment equal to 
“Cheese it, da Cops!” in setting a convivial 
atmosphere. 


“Look,” you say, trying to fathom the deal, 
“T suffer from night blindness and I never recog- 
nize a social item when I see it. But this story 
ig interesting and if you would like it in the 
paper, I will see what I can do...” é@nding in a 
straight-jacket of confusion, not knowing which 
way to turn for the nearest exit.

and those directly concerned. 

But 15 years ago this Fall, a tall, 
lean Wall Street broker took his 
last drink and that fact has be- 
come important to thousands of 
ex-drunkards around the world 
who now’ make up Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 

Like Bill W., the broker, they 
had been pronounced incurable 
Self-control had become a faded 
dream and self-deception a daily 
practice. “Ill go on the wagon, to- 
morrew, positively.” 

Every time they drank, they 
drank at the risk of their homes 
and jobs. Pride was a luxury they 
could#’t afford. They hid bottles 
behind radiators, swiped liquor 
money from their wives’ purses, 
begged shots of bartenders, awoke 
in hospitals, jails and gutters. 


But like Bill W., cofounder of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, they 
learned to: stay off liquor. They 


learned through a combination of 
factors—identification with other 
drunks, helping other drunks, ad- 
mitting their own weakness and 
the existence of a force, spiritual or 
otherwise, greater than themselves. 

A cure for alcoholism still hasn’t 
been found. But AA is regarded 
as one of the most successful, if 
not the most successful, way for 
an alcoholic to remain sober. 

It has 80,000 members and 3,000 
groups in 27 countries and its mem- 
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‘rness,

AA says, grows 25 percent 
a year. It operates in 53 hospitals 
and 66 prisons and even has a 
chapter in the Leper Colony on 
Molokai Island in the Pacific. 

AA reports half of its members 
have never taken another drink 
after joining, one-quarter stopped 
drinking after one or two relapses 
and one-quarter failed completely 
to stop. 

The- story of Bill's sobriety be- 
gan on a day when he wasn’t sober 
—Armistice Day, 1934. He had 
tried everything to break the liq- 
uor habit—medical doctors, psvy- 
chiatrists, hospitals and rest homes. 

That night he s. at his kitchen 
table with a friend, also an alco- 
holic. Bill was drinking. The friend 
wasn’t. Asked for explanation, he 
spoke of admitting his own weak- 
of joining the Oxford Move- 
ment, of discovering God and the 
therapeutic value of heiving others. 

“It wasn’t so much what he 
said,” Bill recalls. “but the way he 
said it. He wasn't evangelical. He 
wasn’t selling me anything. And, 
although I kept drinking, I brood- 
ed over it.” 

On Dec. 11, Bill waltzed into a 
hospital where he had frequently 
“dried up” before. He held a fifth 
in one nand and came in yelling, 
“I’ve got it. I’ve got it.””. A docto: 
observed, “I’m afraid you have,” 
and put him to bed 

It took three days to get the al- 
cohol out of his system and he 


bership, 


‘awoke extremely depressed. 


“IT was ready to do anything,” 
he says. “In an agony of despair, 
I was hoping a spiritual approach 
might help. As I lay on the bed, 
I kept asking, ‘Is there a God, will 
he show himself?’ 

“Then a singular thing happen- 
ed. he room seemed to light up. 
I felt a great ecstasy. It was like 
being on top of a mountain. There 
was a great Wind but it was not 
air, but spirit. 

“I though I was at last free of 
this thing and felt a wonderful 
peace. I asked my doctor about 
this feeling. He said, ‘Whatever it 
is, it’s better than the obsession 
you had for liquor an hour ago.’ ” 

Emerging from the hospital, Bill 
combed the hospitals and missions 
for drunks he could help stop 
drinking. He had no success, but : 
while trying he stayed sober. 

A business trip took him to 
Akron, Ohio, in 1935. Business 
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went bad and he found himself in 
a hotel lobby. extremely depressed 
and lonely. At one end of the 
lobby was a bar, at the other, 
some telephone booths. 

He looked at the bar and then 
hurried to the phone booths. Des- 
perately he. was looking for a 
drunk to talk to, to help. He found 
a clergyman in the phone book and 
eventually was directed to Dr. Bob, 
another alcoholic. 

The two men talked: until the 
wee hours. Bill spent several days 
at his home and the physician 
sobered up on June 10, 1935, from 
which time AA dates its origin. 

“Then we went out looking for 
an ‘alcoholic to help,” Bill says, 
“We found one in a hespital. We 
made him get honest with himself. 
He left the hospital sober. Soon 
after, he campaigned for the City 
Council, He lost the election but 
never took a drink again.” 

Now there were three men who 
had helped each other stop drink- 
ing and AA was on its way. Bill 
went back to New York and 
sought out other drunks. In Akron, 
the idea spread through Dr. Bob. 

Soon there were 100 members 
and then there were 1,000, and in 
1939 they brought out their famed 
book, ‘Alcoholics Anonymous,” 
which added impetus to the move- 
ment. But it continued to spread 
iby word of mouth, too. A captain 
of an oi] tanker, for example, be- 
came a member and in traveling 
around the world started no less 
than a dozen chapters. 

In 15 years of sobriety, Bill has 
had only two close calls with li- 


quor. 
“About two vears after AA 
started.” he recalls. “I lost my 


temper about something. I thought, 
‘Tl show them, Tll show them 
how mad and how hurt I am.’ 

“T actually got as far as the door 
of a liquor store. Then I stopped. 
I suddenly remembered about the 


people I was trying to help. I 
passed the store by.” 

Several years later Bill found 
himself alone at home one day, 
mowing the lawn. He had been 
taking medicine for a cough. 

“Suddenly,” he savs, “I found 


myself making all the old ration- 
alizations. After all, the cough was 
bad. There wasn’t another AA 
within 49 miles. Wouldn't it be 
just the thing, I thought, to jump 
into bed with some hot rum. 

“At that point, I formerly would 
have gotten plastered. But I real- 
ized I was returning to the same 
old squirrel cage. I wondered how 
this thing could have sneaked up 
on me. Then I looked at the bot- 
tle of cough medicine. It said, 
“Nine percent alcohol.’ I kept on 
mowing the lawn.” 

Today, though it has grown to 
large proportions, AA is still self- 
supporting through voluntary con- 
tributions ef its own members. It 
asks the public for no funds, it 
pressures nobody to join, it has no 
officers, it operates without a for- 
mal organizational setup. 

AA will not immediately come 
a-running. It has to be sure first 
that the drinker needs and wants 


help. Once that is established, AA 


pitches in.

But their conversations, ac- 
cording to patterns previously 
set, probably will be conducted 
against a controversial political 
backdrop. Citizen James F. 
Byrnes is the keynote speaker. 


Former Secretary of State, one- 
time “Assistant President,” and 
ex-Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Mr. Byrnes openly opposes many 
prime planks in the Democratic 
Party’s present platform. He voices 
much of the opposit on that South- 
ern Democrats expressed in their 
re.usal to go along with nomina- 
tion of President Truman. 


CIVIL RIGHTS STAND — The)

Although steeped in autocratic 
princely tradition, the Maharajah 
has a forefoot in the Indian Na- 
tionalist future. He seems perfect- 
ly adjusted to the changing times. 


When the British gave up their 
Indian Empire Aug. 15, 1947, one 
of the New Delhi regime’s first 
aims was to win over the princely 
States. These had been ruled by 
600-odd autonomous princes under 
individual treaties with the Brit- 
ish until the 1947 partition of 
British India created the Domin- 
ions of India and Pakistan. 

Jam Saheb was the first of the 
princes to surrender his ancestral 
rights to the New Delhi central 
government. In return he became 
constitutional ruler—called Raj- 
pramukh—of a province’ seven, 
times as large as the State on 
the Arabian Sea coast he ruled by 
Divine right and British consent. | 
It includes 13 former princely 
States with a population of 5,000,- 
000 and is called Sourashtra. 

This was in line with Jam 
Saheb’s policy since he ascended 
the throne of Nawanagar in suc- 
cession to his father in 1933. In- 
stead of fighting Jationalist 
trends, as some of the most pow- 
he co-operat- 
ed. He became first chancellor of 
the central government’s Chamber 
of Princes in 1938. 

Now, unlike some other 
who retired, bewildered, 
their remaining treasures and 
brood over the past, Jam Saheb 
occupies a position of trust and 
influence in the new nationalistic 
India. He looks confidently to the 
future, 

Besides being a memb er of his 
country’s delegation to the United 
Nations. he is a Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral in its Army, Governor of a 
province and a confidant of Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru. 

The Maharajah, a portly man of 
great dignity and wit, speaks the 
fluent English he learned at Mal- 
vern School and University Col- 
lege, London.

‘Shah Makes ‘Strong Impression’-- 
U.S. Eyes Iran as Our Right F lank 


W ASHINGTON—(P) — Respond- 
ing to pleas of the Shah of Iran 
for increased American military 
aid, the Administration has started 
an intensive study of ways to make 
Iran the right flank” of 
the West. 

Included is the possibility of giv- 
ing the strategic Middle Eastern 
country—uneasy neighbor of 
Soviet Russia—a larger share of 
the new $1,310.000,000 arms aid 
program for 14 nations, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The 30-vear-old Shah, praised 
by President Truman, was report- 
ed to have made a strong impres- 
sion on some of the President's

vinced of the feasibility of Indian 


independence. 

“When I saw that I could beat 
the English schoolboys at their 
own sports I realized that they 
were not a superior race,” he 
says. 

So his Highness returned to the 
great subcontinent to help his peo- 
ple get ready to rule themselves. 

“I was too busy to sin,” he said, 
explaining that he had no time for 
the foibles that made some Indian 
princes favorite subjects in the 
Sunday supplements. 


His most spectacular recreation, 


was shooting. As India’s champion 
shot he is reputed to have shot 
more man-eating tigers than any- 
one else—he lost count on how 
many. 

Besides his state duties, His 
Highness had a full-time career in 
the British Indian Army. Much of 
this Army time was spent thou- 
sands of feet up in the Himalayas. 

For a visiting Maharajah he lives 
simply here because, he explained, 
“there is a shortage of a thing 
called dollars.” 

The Indian government gives 
him an allowance of $25 a day dur- 
ing the United Nations Assembly 
plus exchange facilities for $600 a 
month for expenses and another 
$600 for his bearer who, inciden- 
tally, is a Moslem. While not ex- 
actly penury, this isn’t enough to 
throw around the way Americans 
expect Maharajahs to do. 

In India, since independence, the 
princely exchequer has taken a 
beating, too. 

As a constitutional ruler-the Ma 
harajah gets a salary of 5,500 ru- 
pees ($1,100) a month plus an en- 
tertainment allowance of 45,000 ru- 
pees ($9,000). He pays regular in 
come tax on his salary but, like 
President Truman's, his expense 
account is tax-free. 

In return for this, he ren- 
dered to the new Government all 
his palaces but one, most of his 
treasure, and all of his rights to 
collect taxes and dues.

At Eventide, on West End Avenue, 84 women between 
70 and 95 live out their last years with a peace of mind 
and a calm acceptance of old age and its limitations which 


is remarkable. 

No sense of inferiority, 
with youth tear their hearts, for 
understood and loved. 

Life at Eventide is centered 
around simple duties and small 
details which assume a wondrous 
importance because they make 
demands on women whose pre- 
cious life’s blood is a sense of 
being needed. 

The women quilt and sew and 
shell peas and string butter- 
beans. In the library where the 
sun filters through stained glass 
windows, they read and talk 
about their children and their 
memories and each other. They 
visit the infirmary and go into 
the little chapel to pray and lis- 
ten to the ministers who come. 
And they sit around the televi- 
sion set and giggle and gasp and 
sometimes blush at the black and 
white flashes of the world beyond 
the trees on West End Avenue. 


It is not a bad life. And Even- 
tide ig a gay place. Perhaps it is 
because old people have that en- 
chantment, that wistful aware- 
ness of another world which 
makes children so appealing. The 
two ages seem to live half in this 
world, half in another. It is a 
sort of magic which only they 
possess. 


These women live in memories 
—not the gnawing; doleful kind, 
but a world of laughter and gen- 
tle moments and only the softest 
tears. The mind \has a way of 
closing its doors on pain and suf- aie 
fering, and remembering only the #3 
light, precious times which should “”™ 
never be forgotten. It is this way 
with the women at Eventide. 

Their world is wrapped in. shadows that lengthen slowly to 

close out the day. 
thoughts. And so it should be. The coming of night is never fear- 
ful if the day has been bright and good.

The well-known author and lecturer and former mem- 
ber of The Constitution staff, Pierre van Paassen, had in 
his possession a library containing no less than 7,000 books 
and critical studies of Jesus’ deeds and utterances. 


Before writing this explosive 
and fiercely controversial book, 
Van Paassen patiently delves 
into every available source of 
information pertaining to the 
Nazarene. 


As an ordained Unitarian 
minister, Van Paassen stands by 
the Protestant principle of free 
research.

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, au- 
thor of “This I Remember,” is so 
well known that a biographical 
sketch seems superfluous, but 
these facts we all remember: She 
was born in New York City Oct.

A young man in Cleveland, 
whose Polish-American name, 
Kasimir Minkiewicz, was Ameri- 
canized in his childhood to 
Glenn Manson, which promised 
to involve him in fewer fights 
with schoolmates, yields to the 
lure of wartime posters and 
joins the Marines. There’s al- 
ways the Army or Navy, But he 
wants not merely to serve but 
to be a hero; he will be satis- 
fied with no glory less than the 
greatest. Neither cocky onr boast- 
ful, but sincere, he’s a day- 
dreamer; he enjoys seeing him- 
self bring in the winning run, 
make love to the most beautiful 
girl or, covered with medals, 
march home past. cheering 
throngs. They are dreams most 
people share. 

Even his rigorous training, in- 
tended to make him regard a 
Jap primed with saki and yell- 
ing banzai as less dangerous 
than a grim sergeant using more 
familiar and shorter words, does 
not put an end to his sweet 
dreams, nor to his ambition to 
become a chemist. But he does 
become a soldier, and after a 
short and relaxing pause in Ha- 
wail, he and 40,000 others sail 
off to land on Purple Beach 
Two and capture Dai Shima. 

There’s a romantic twist to 
this novel, and the boy’s fond 
aspirations are realized in a way 
which he did not foresee, and at 
which sterner readers may cavil. 
But even if you're not so hope- 
ful as author Levin, you will be 
stirred uncommonly by this dra- 
matic picture of bawdy-minded, 
wisecracking soldiers, their irre- 
pressible fears, their slow ap- 
‘proach to unimaginable dangers, 
and the fierce and gruesome con- 
flict itself. 


was tried before the Sanhedrin. 
Dr. Van Paassen states in this 


book that our Gospel writers 
know absolutely nothing of the 


scrupulous mode of procedure 


and innumerable precautions 
taken to assure fair treatment 
of prisoners brought before the 
Sanhedrin — the Jewish High 
Court. 

When Jesus goes before Pon- 
tius Pilate, a wholly new trial 
begins. The Gospel writers seem 
to forget that the Jews in Pales- 
tine, under Roman rule, had no 
authority to put anyone to death, 

If this were not true, it would 
be a Jewish sentence that would 
have been put to death either 
by stoning, by strangulation, by 
burning, or by decapitation. 

The irrefutable fact is that 
he was put to death by the igno- 
minious Roman method of cru- 
cifixion. The only trial Jesus 
underwent, writes Van Passen, 
took place before Pontius Pilate. 

Dr. Guignebert, an authority 
on the life and times of Jesus, 
feels certain that the Jewish au- 
thorities were not involved in 
the matter. He inclined to the 
view that the arresting party 
was made up of self-appointed 
vigilantes, tipsters, stool pigeons 
and other social riffraff of that 
kind. 

The author of “Why Jesus 
Died” has written a courageous 
book based on his own long and 
diligent geogranhical, historical. 
sociological and theosophical re- 
search as well as on the innumer- 
able sources dating as far back 
as the written word. 

He absolves the Jews of the 
age-old and baseless accusations 
of their responsibility for the 


death of Christ. 


There are stirring pages in 
this book, there are breathtak- 
ing descriptions of the Holy 
Land, there are lofty and en- 
nobling thoughts about univer- 
sal brotherhood and eloquent 
pleas. for sanity, tolerance and 
compassion for the poor and the 
downtrodden.

Subject matter of verses in 
these three recently published 
collections of poetry range from 
the ridiculous to the sublime— 
and in each volume, at least a 
percentage of poems is almost 
as trite as that phrase. 

Georgian Preston H. Williams, 
who resides in Winder, displays 
technical skill in “Bits of Beau- 
ty,” his first volume. A fore- 
word by his mentor, Clement 
Wood, hails its publication as 
“an event of major importance 
to the American soul...anew 
poet emerges, bearing a song 
that anthologies of the future 
will never forget.” 

This reader, however, could 
not respond with such unalloyed 
enthusiasm to Williams’ lyrics 
heralding “the trumpets of the 
Easter lilies” ... recording how 
“The sky comes out in deepest 
blue, fresh from a bath of April 
rain” or declaring, with 
phrasing reminiscent of Walt 
Whitman: 

“Read to me the riddie of the dust, 


And you will have solved the miracle 
of the cosmos.” 


Bradsher’s verses are similar- 
ly polished and rhythmical, but 
lacking in freshness. Zella Wal- 
lace, Iowa poet who publishes 
her second volume here, tops the 
other two in that she makes no 
pretensions to literary genius.

__ The importance of proper child guidance is emphasized 
in this nonfiction book by the Georgia woman who au- 


thored “Strange Fruit.” 

When Lillian Smith was a 
child, a little white girl about 
her age was discovered living 
with a family of Negroes. The 
child was taken away from the 
Negro family and brought under 
the roof of the Smiths, where 
she became the playmate and 
companion of the Smith children. 
It turned out the child was 
“solored,” after all, and she de- 
parted the Smith home. The 
children, including Lillian, 
sought an explanation, but none 
was forthcoming. Their mother 
told them the incident was closed 
and said sharply: 

“You're too young to under- 
stand. And don’t ask me again, 
ever again, about this!” 

Lillian Smith says she forgot 
the incident for 30 years, but 
now, it seems, it has come back 
to haunt her and she puts it all 
down in this brooding book. 

After reading Miss Smith’s 
rambling, disconnected disserta- 


tion one is inclined to label it 
a product of confusion. The 
problems that seem to harry 
and worry her have not cropped 
up overnight, nor since the pub- 
lication of “Strange Fruit.” The 
appearance of this book will not 
contribute one iota toward al- 
leviating the situation. In fact, 
such books as this merely serve 
to aggravate a condition that 
has harassed the South for too 
many years. 

Lillian Smith, of course, is en- 
titled to her own opinion. It is 
not our intention to seek to over- 
power her with ours. But, we 
feel, if her mother had taken 
the trouble to explain about 
why the little “colored” gir] 
could not continue to live with 
them, perhaps “Killers of the 
Dream” would not have been 
written, which would have been 
just as well.

him and most of his characters. 


He has been blamed severely 
for that: He was born in Amer- 
ica, but preferred to be the snob 
in London; and his own defini- 
tion, “that queer monster, the 
artist,” has been readily applied 
to him.: But it is applicable in 
some degree to most artists, and, 
as Miss Stevenson tells us, 
James, in his narrow field, “cut 
deep.” 

She points out, as needs con- 
stantly to be pointed out, that 
the novel is its own world, and 
that what a man writes is the 
decisive factor. He may . be 
judged by his opportunities, but 
by his use of them his works 
are judged. 

After a quick glance at biog- 
raphy, Miss Stevenson goes di- 
rectly to the novels, and in ef- 
fect leaves the novelist far be- 
hind.

Wells Fargo was not among the 
Forty-Niners who flocked to Cal- 
ifornia (remember the founders 
were prudent Yankees) the pas- 
sage of four years found them 
on the scene and the name was 
to take its place imperishably 
in the lexicon of the wonderful, 
American West. ‘ 

As soon as Wells Fargo’s rep- 
resentatives arrived on the Cali- 
fornia scene, the fight was on 
between them and Adams and 
Company, and no holds barred. 
Within four vears they had 
stifled and absorbed all of their 
competitors. 

“Wells Fargo’s business was 
with gunmen, adventurers, gam- 
blers, highbinders and the sud- 
denly wealthy,” the authors ex- 
plain. “Much of its business was 
transacted in an atmosphere 
pleasantly perfumed with strong 
waters. In scores of communi- 
ties, Wells Fargo, like the stages, 
the telegraph company and the 
officers of the law, maintained 
its business offices in saloons.” 

The history of the Old West 
is rich and colorful. The pio- 
neers were hardy, the characters 
plentiful. Guns roared, whiskey 
flowed and the lure of gold 
beckoned to men. Wells Fargo 
was there and around the his- 
tory of this great firm Clegg and 
Beebe have fashioned a volume 
that is a valuable addition to 
Western Americana.

Thursday, Nov. 26, 1789, as the 
day.

COTTON REVIEW 


Cotton prices moved moderately lower 
last week in Thursday-to-Thursday trad- 
ing in the 10 spot markets, and middling 
15 16-inch staple was off about $1.15 a 
bale at the close, the Production and 
Marketing Administration reported. 

Closing prices for middling 15 16-inch 
cotton averaged 29.63 cents a pound 
the 10 markets—just 10 points above 
1949 average loan rate. compared with 
spread of 69 points a vear ago. The 
average price was 29.86 cents a pound 
a week earlier, and 31.56 cents veal 
aco. 

Spot markets were active in 
tral belt last week, and moderately 
tive elsewhere. Reported sales in the 10 
spot markets totaled 389,300 bales, in 
comparison with 414.600 the previous 
week, and 286.800 a vear ago. Mill buy- 
ing increased in the Mississippi Valley 
area, but decreased in the Southeast 
Demand covered a wide range of quali- 
ties. but was best for middling and high- 
er grades of medium staple. eports 
showed mil! interest in higher quality Far 
Western cotton is increasing. 

Foreign demand was very good in the 
Southwest, and sales were fairly large 
Farmers in most areas continued to offer 
freely. Loan entries reported for the 
week ended Nov. 10 totaled 154,300 bales, 
compared with 187.990 in the previous 
week. Cotton reported pledged to -the 
‘loan this season through Nov. 10 totaled 
864.900 bales, compared with 2,294,200 
bales by the corresponding date last vear 

According to the Bureau of Census, 
mill consumption of cotton in October was 
the largest in 13 months. Domestic mills 
consumed 726,000 bales in the month, 
compared with 710,000 bales Septem- 
ber. and 696.000 in October, 1948. 

Stocks of cotton in mills increased in 
October. and at the end of the month 
totaled 1.130.000 bales However, these 
were the smallest end-of-October mill 
stocks -in 14 vears, and equivalent to 
about 114 months’ supply at the October

The dairy industry of Georgia is making slow but steady 
progress towards greater production, according to W. Hill 
Hosch. manager of the Farm-Industry Department of the

Hosch said that since’ the in- 
auguration of this program, the 
Trust Company of Georgia has fi 
nanced 100 or more farmers in the 
dairy business with loans aggre 
gating several hundred thousand 
dollars. Some of these loans, he 
continued, are so far advanced in 
the payments. that the country 
bankers have taken over the bal- 
ances, 

Hosch said the Farm-Industry 
Department of the Trust Company 
of Georgia has furnished loans to 
a few milk processing plants in 
Georgia, some large and some 
small. A loan enabled two vet- 
erans of World War IIT to estab- 
lish a small milk plant in a Geor- 
gia town and as a result the cit- 
zens of the area now are furnished 
a supply of wholesome and pas- 
teurized milk. 

“We have furnished financial 
assistance to approximately 100 
dairy farmers,” Hosch said. 

“Several of the loans we grant- 
ed enabled farmers to establish 
themselves jn the busineses of 
dairv farming. We were especial- 
ly interested in this and are 
pleased that these dairy farmers 
are being reasonably successful in

Ended hy Opportunity 


ST. LOUIS—Better living conditions and more economic 


opportunities have put an end to the out-migration of the 
young people of Georgia, Charles A. Collier, Vice President 
of the Georgia Power Company and originator of the Geor- 
of. Radio Station Representatives, gia Better Home Towns Program, told the annual conven- 


tion of the Missouri Press Association here yesterday. 


Collier credited the rapid eco- 
nomic progress of Georgia during 
the past few vears to these two 
factors. 

As an example of this economic 
progress, Collier said: 

“From January, 1946, through 
September, 1949, 1,647 new manu- 
‘facturing plants were established 
in Georgia. These new plants em- 
ploy more than 37,000 
with an aggregate annual payroll 
of more than $66,000,000. They 
‘represent a combined capital in- 
vestment of around $121,860,000. 
During the same period, nearly 
8.000 new service establishments 
opened up business in Geor- 
Sia.” 

Afte 
of the Georgia Better Home Towns 
Program paving the way for 
much of this economic progress, 
Collier continued: 

“The transformation which has 
taken place in Georgia's towns has 
put our State in a better position 
to attract new industries. Even 
more important has been the im- 
petus given to the establishment 
of locally-owned small industries 
for the processing of raw mater!- 
als.

“Too many people tend to re- 
gard the purchase of a lot as a 
decision distinct from the buying 
of a home, when the two are 
actually closely interrelated and 
interdependent,” the League Ex- 
ecutive says. 

“Step number one, 
to check the zoning and deed re- 
Strictions for the subdivision in 
which the lot is located. You will 
want to know, first, if the type of 
property you expect to build is 
legal. Then you will want to be 
sure that no garages and gas sta- 
tions are going to spring up on 
the next corner. and that. tall 
apartment buildings won't be 
erected to shut out your light and 
air five or six years from now.” 

“Too often the family is ready to 
Start buildings its ‘dream house’ 
and finds to its dismay that the lot 
oreviously purchased is inade- 
quate or at least wholly undesir- 
able for the kind of house chosen.

should also furnish plan and land- 
scaping areas, a drive for the fam- 
ily automobile, and sidewalks.”

U. S. of Indonesia Replaces 
Old Netherlands Overprints 


The United States-of Indonesia, the world’s newest re- 
public, came into being with an agreement which ended 
300 years of Dutch rule over the rich East Indies. 


All the old stamps labeled 
Netherland East Indies were or- 
dered to be overprinted ‘“Indo- 

nesia.” A new 
and perma- 
nent issue of 
low-value 
stamps recent- 
ly appeared to 
replace the old 
ones. Now a 
series has 
been issued to 
replace the 
overprinted 
stamps. The 
designs include the entrance to 
the “Tjandi Puntadewa” temple 
on East Java, the Temple of the 
Dead on Bali, a house on Suma-; 
tra, a house on Celebes and a 
small temple at Panatran. 

This government of Indonesia 
is not to be confused with the 
Republic of Indonesia which 
fought so bitterly against Dutch 
rule in the.recent civil war in 
that area and which issued a 
series of postage stamps earlier 
this. year. 

Also issued by the new repub 
lic, is a two-value set commem- 
orating the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the Universal Postal 
Union. These stamps are the 
15 sen red and 25 sen blue. De- 
picted is a globe and the eastern 
hemisphere around which is seen 
a ribbon with the words Univer- 
sal Postal Union. Below the 
globe appears the seal of the city 
of Berne (seat of the U.P.U.) and 
the dates 1874-1949. 

U. P. U. tssees are ‘still 
streaming into the world phila- 
telic scene. The Philippines has 
issued a set of three honoring 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of

Portugal has issued a U. P. U.

Spain has overprinted three of 
its U. P. U. issues for. use in the 
Territory of Ifni (Spanish West

Twenty Years Ago--- 
A Saga in the Snow 


STOLL FIELD, LEXINGTON, Ky.—In just 
about an hour from now Tennessees football team 
will attempt to knock Kentucky out of a bowl 
game in full and complete settlement of an 
ancient debt incurred exactly 20 years ago on 
this same field. 

It was on a November afternoon in 1929 when the Wildcats 
wrecked well-laid Rose Bow] plans of the Volunteers in one of 
the wildest football games the South has ever produced. 

John Sims (Shipwreck) Kelly was the Kentucky star and 
Tennessee had such operatives as Robert Lee Dodd, Gene 
McEver and Buddy Hackman. 

The field had been covered with hay, borrowed from the near- 
est racing stable, to protect it from snow, and soon after an 
army of hired hands had raked it to the sidelines, the game com- 
menced in bitter cold and heavy snow flurries. 

Substitutes of each team buried themselves in the hay on the 
sidelines to keep warm while their teammates waged war, as best 


they could, on the field.

West Point Victory 
Would Please Ellijay 


Coach M. R. Jones and his Ellijay Bobcats 
probably won’t admit it, but they’ll be pulling 
for West Point Friday night when the Red Devils 
clash with Newnan’s Tigers for the Region 3-B 
championship. 

You see, Jones is a former coach down in the 
valley town, and nothing would please him more than meeting and 
defeating his former team in the North Georgia playoffs. His boys 
share their coach’s wish, thus the support of Carlton Lewis’ team 
against Newnan. 

The Ellijay victory over Lavonia last Friday, the win 
which gave the Bobcats an undefeated regular season, was 
an interesting one to watch and analyze. Prior to that game 
there had been those folks who thought the ’Cats were just 
another ball club, blessed by size and perhaps a little lighter 
schedule than some of its rivals. 

But one who saw the 26-7 win over the Bulldogs could hardly 
share that view. In the first place, Big Joe Johnson, who is listed 
on the program at 200 but must weight 20 pounds more than that, 
and Doug Griffin, the quarterback, were the only backfield regu- 
lars who were able to play a full game. Johnny Sluder and Bob 
Milton both saw only limited service because of minor injuries, 
but, even without them, the Ellijay offense was something to be- 


hold. 

EN. A glance at a few statistics tells the 
Statistics Tell Story story. Ellijay rushed 34 times, pick- 
ing up a net of 247 yards for a 7.2 per try average... The ’Cats 
passed twice and one of those was good from Johnson to John 
Henry Davis for 39 years and a touchdown 

Johnson, himself, carried the ball 89 yards on 12 trips, a 7.4 
average. Milton, who ran only five times, picked up 28 yards, and 
Sluder, running four times, gained 54. The surprise boy of it 
all was Jim Woodring, who garnered 45 valuable yards in seven 
attempts. 

Perhaps the best example of the explosive power of the 
Bobcats came in the third period and started a drive which 
fell short of a touchdown after covering in reality 56 vards. 
Max Dowis punted to Johnson, who brought it back ten 
yards to the Ellijay 20. Woodring was smeared for a seven- 
yard loss and the ’Cats were assessed five more for delay. 
That made it second and 22 at the eight. How long did it 


take them to get a first down? Just two plays. Woodring 
ran 15, then Johnson skipped 12 more. It looked that easy. 
Here and now, a word should be said for Dowis, Doc Ayers’

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COMPILES GREAT RECORD DESPITE INJURY 


Courts Redford, Decatur's Ex-T Model, 
Hardest Running Yne-Legged Gridder 


By CHARLIE ROBERTS 


It may not be entirelv true, despite the belief of Coach Charlie Waller, of Decatur, that 
his Courts Redford is the greatest football player in the world, but it is quite likelv that the 
modest 160-pounder is the best one-legged halfback of all time. 


The black-thatched lad who led 
Charlie’s Bulldogs to 10 straight 
victories without defeat in one of 
the toughest regions in Georgia 
football, compiled a remarkable 
record in his first .vear as a “run- 
ning halfback” almost literally on 
one leg. 

We didn’t take Charlie’s word 
for the crippled condition of his 
spunky leader. Bill Fox, a neighbor 
of Redford’s gave us a play-by- 
play of how “poor Courts” hobbled 
laborously to school every day. 

The_ serious-faced youngster. 
often hailed as the best T quarter- 
back in the State in 1948. shifted 
to left half this year. From the 
ball-carrying record he has 
amassed, one would never know 
he suffered a severe and painful 
knee injury in the second game 
of the season against Spalding, and 
never again was able to run full 
speed until the final game against 
West Fulton. 


Players from R. E. Lee, Thom- 
aston’s tough team, certainly didn't 
dream Courts was ailing when he 
returned a punt 92 rds “for a 
second touchdown that. stashed 
away a 21-7 triumph the week 
after he was hurt 

It is hard to believe that Courts 
was able to advance the ball 757 
times from scrimmage on 108 car- 
ries and a seven yards -per try 
average, not to mention 10 touch- 
downs, on a game leg. Yet, there 
was one three-weeks period in 


which he was able to practice only 
two days. His knee was in such 
shape that he was used as a foil

The running of Courts and his 
mates on the Region 4-A champion- 
ship team has been so deadly that 
Decatur used few passes, vet he 
completed 31 of 54 throws for 438 
yards and eight touchdowns.

PIVORCES at the time, in 1908, made news

Furthermore, she alleged, he kept a loaded 
revolver (a loaded revolver was always con- 
spicuous im the Lemp family history) on a table 
near his favorite reclining chair. 

He used the weapon, his wife insisted, to get 
prompt service from the butler and other serv- 
ants. He also complained about her taste in 
clothes and, in connection with this last allega-

Louis Took Their Own Lives—And None Ever Explained Why 


in time as the epidemic of self-destruction over- 
whelmed the family—as four members of the 
household took their own lives within a half- 
century. 

Each of the quartet used the same medium 
to attain a self-imposed end, a revolver. Each 
was accurate in his, or her, aim and the death 
they sought was practically instantaneous. 

Yet, all four died without answering the 
question, why? 

Why should they, members of a family 
whose wealth was judged in the millions, whose 
prestige in St. Louis society and financial circles 
was assured, seek death by their own hands? 

Take the case of Elsa Lemp Wright, sup- 
posedly happy in the reunion with her husband, 
with everything to live for and a full life ahead 
at 37. 

Take the case of the first of the tragic 
quartet — 


ILLIAM J. LEMP was the favorite son of 

Sohn Adam Lemp, founder of the family for- 
tune in St. Louis. John Adam Lemp settled in 
the Missouri city in 1838, opened his own brew- 
ery two years later and is generally credited 
with the distinction of having been the man who 
introduced the lagering process west of the Mis- 
sissippi. His home on South Second Street was 
a show place and a gathering place, during the 
Civil War, for generals of the Union Army. 

John Adam Lemp didn’t live to see all of 
the wartime activities in his brick mansion. He 
died in 1862 and the oldest son, William J., be- 
came head of the thriving brewery. 

Under his guidance the business continued 
to thrive and, shortly before the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, the Lemp family moved into the mil- 
lion dollar category. William J. Lemp was 67 
and had been in better than average health for 
his years when they found his body on Feb. 13, 
1904.

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The import of his deposition was that the 
entire creation, from undergarments out, con- 
sisted entirely of lavender or, at least, had a bit 
of lavender sewed into every article of wearing 
apparel by a platoon of expert seamstresses.

“It 
made her conspicuous and caused embarrass- 
ment.” 


URTHERMORE, Lemp continued, his wife was 
in the habit of leaving the mansion at noon, 
returning late at night and offering no explana- 
tion as to where she had been or what she had 
done. On several occasions she dismissed the 
servants when she left and he, William Lemp II, 
controlling factor of a fortune now grown to 
$10,000,000, would come home to dinner and find 
nobody to cook it or serve it. ; 
As an additional cause for action in his be- 
half, Lemp said his wife’s sister had been ob- 
noxious and mean in her attitude towards him. 
Almost as an afterthought, the husband com- 
plained that his wife had been guilty of writing 
“secret missives’” to a man whose identity he 
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same weapon with which, his wife had claimed, 
he summoned or threatened the servants. 


In the office where his father had killed 
himself, William J. Lemp II died with twe bul- 
let wounds near the heart. 

His 21-year-old son, William J. Lemp, Jr., 
knelt beside him as life left. 

“You knew I knew it!” the son called out 
in anguish. “I was afraid this was coming!” 

Again, friends asked for the explanation of 
the statement; again, there was no answer. 

There was a lull in the saga of the suicides 
in the Lemp family until a few months ago.

Then she’d put a rec- 
ord on the gramophone and dash 
into another room. 

Baek she’d come, dressed in her 
mother’s colorful scarves and silks, 
and dance. The audience, of course, 
applauded heartily. 

She began these performances 
when she was three. When she was 
four, her mother arranged for her 
to take ballet lessons. She got ice 
skates when she was five. In a year, 
word had gotten around Oslo that 
Sonja had unusual talent for skat- 
ing. Her father, a wealthy fur mer- 
chant and a one-time bicycle champ 
who loved athletics, listened eagerly. 
Sonja got a professional pair of 
skates for Christmas. 

By the time she was eight, her 
teachers were raving about her. As 
there was no ice in Oslo until after 
Christmas, and no artificial rinks, 
the family began, paradoxically, go- ee 
ing south so Sonja could skate. eae 
Every year they spent the fall in B® 
Switzerland, Austria and Germany. 

Her mother accompanied her to 
the rinks every day. 

When she was 14, after years of 
practice, Sonja entered the world’s 
championship jfigure-skating contest 
in Oslo. Mrs. Henie went to her 
dressmaker with plans. On the big 
day, six world-famous women skat- 
ers, dressed primly, appeared on the 
ice, cutting their precise patterns. 

Then there was a spray of flying 
ice. A cute little figure in a dashing 
costume of white silk and ermine, 
with an abbreviated skirt, came on 


the ice. When the furor died 
away, Sonja Henie was_ world’s 
champion. After that she never 


lost a championship, including three 
Olympic games. 

“We'd start touring in August,” 
Mrs. Henie told the writer recently, 
‘and wouldn’t come home’ until 
Christmas. St. Moritz, Vienna, Ber- a 
lin, London—-we made them all. It | q ee 
was like being a part of a circus, 
but we loved it.” eee es 

In 1936 Sonja, unquestioned Bees 
champion, turned professional. eae 
After putting on a tremendous ex- ae 
hibition in New York and Chicago, Dee se 
she waited for HoNywood offers. 
None came. So Sonja put on her 
own ice show, an extravaganza with 
scores of skaters wearing dazzling 
costumes, 

The day after the second perfor- 
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mance, she and her mother were 
asked to visit Darryl F. Zanuck at 
20th Century-Fox. Zanuck offered 
her a supporting role. The 23- 
year-old Norwegian girl, her mother 
Silent and frightened beside her, de- 
manded star billing. 

She got it. Her last contract 
called for $125,000 a year, eight 
weeks a picture, and overtime. Her 
ice shows, staged with Arthur. M. 
Wirtz, Chicago impresario, gross 
millions, 

One year she paid $600,000 in- 
come tax. When two of her mink 
coats, valued at $28,000, were stolen, 
she received reporters weariny an- 
other one, even more valuable, Cos- 
tumes for her troupe cost some 
$375,000. Her legs are insured for 
$5,000 a week. 

Her mother has accompanied her

since she was eight. In all those 
years, and in all those rehearsals 
and performances, she has been 
present every time Sonja put on a 
pair of skates. 

Daughter of a wealthy sea cap- 
tain--and, incidentally, an_ Irish 
mother named Lockman— and wife 
of a wealthy merchant, Mrs. Henie 
formerly had few domestic duties. 
On tours, however, she alone pre- 
pares Sonja’s lunch. It always con- 
sists of the scrapings of a raw sir- 
loin steak mixed with the raw yolk 
of an egg. After each performance, 
she sits up with her daughter while 
the masseuse rubs Sonja down, and 
then they talk until Sonja is relaxed 
and can sleep. 

In 1940 Sonja married Daniel 
Reid Topping, wealthy socialite who 
had been married three times be- 
fore. They didn't see much of each 
other, as Sonja was frequently on 
tour and Topping was in the Ma- 
rinesw They were divorced in 1945. 

Last year Sonja met another 
thrice-married socialite, Winthrop 
Gardiner, Jr. His family, 300 years 
ago, bought an island off Long Is- 
land, and have made it a family 
home since, 

The wedding was scheduled after 
Sonjas 1949-50 tour, but one day 
Mrs. Henie got a call in Hollywood. 
“I’m going to be married,”’ Sonja 
said. “‘Rimht away. Please come.” 

Mrs. Henie was at the New York 
ceremony. The bride, with all her 
millions and her exquisite gown, 
cried during the ceremony. So did 


‘her mother. Then the couple left 


on their honeymoon. 

A week later Mrs. Henie got the 
telephone call she had.been expect- 
ing. Sonja was ready to skate 
again, and her mother met her at 
the indoor rink early in the morn- 
ing. Two weeks after the ceremony 
the bride and her mother left for 
Hollywood to begin rehearsals. 

The bridegroom remained _ in 
New York, where he holds down an 
excellent job. He planned to fly to 
Hollywood for an occasional week 
end and certainly would see Sonja in 
Chicago, at Christmas, 

“He’s a very nice young man,” 
Mrs. Henie said of the groom, “We'll 
be glad to see him, anytime.”

OCTORS have admitted that there is no

Psychologists have pointed out that it is up’to 
you-—the potential patient—-to avoid, or cure, 
the “inner poverty” that makes so many Ameri- 
cans miserable. 
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Maybe a_ look at the lives of those who never 
are bored will offer some useful hint to men 
and women who constantly suffer from that 


feeling of being ‘‘fed up.”’ 
At the age of nine Jacqueline Cochran was:

She returned to the beauty parlor slightly 
overwhelmed by her new love—the flying she 
couldn’t afford until she hit on a plan to make 
it pay. She sold cosmetics by air. 

Making a career of her flying hobby, Jackie 
Cochran won numerous national and interna- 
tional air records. It was through flying, too, 
that she met her husband, Floyd B. Odlum, of 
the Atlas Corporation. 

She knew the danger and accepted the risks 
of her career in the air. Once when her plane 
was forced down in flames she calmly waited 
to retrieve her purse before she jumped out. 

Despite all this the young woman continued 
her interest in the beauty business.

Although he never finished high school his 
ingenuity won him an appointment to the re- 
search staff of the General Electric Company in 
Schenectady. 

For 44 years he ‘tinkered’” happily there 
and patented over 35 important inventions deal- 
ing with such things as X-rays and electronics. 
He got the most fun, however, out of the hun- 
dreds of practical devices he made, among them 
the electric blanket. 

When Inventor Kearsley hung up his screw- 
driver recently and retired he admitted he had 
known few dull moments and said he looked for- 
ward to extra tinkering now that he’d have more 
spare time. 

Intellectual curiosity had enriched all of Bill 
Kearsley’s life. : 

The same trait undoubtedly is largely re- 
sponsible for making Britain’s great statesman, 
Winston Churchill, one of the most outstanding 
men of his time. 

Churchill was 22 years old, however, before 
the vearning for knowledge that has 
made him so well versed in history, philosophy 
and literature. 

In after vears his political leadership and 
his writing alone might have been enough to 
keep an average man happy, but not a Churchill. 

He loses himself in his painting and has won 
an enviable reputation as an amateur artist. At 
one time, when he had undergone a bitter dis- 
appointment, he turned to bricklaying, and with 
his own hands built a cottage and garden walls 
on his ceuntrvy estate. 


Winston Churchill stresses the satisfaction 


one gets from manual labor. He enjoys doing 
some of his own repair jobs on his estate and 
recently helped re-tile a barn. 

Not everyone can be a Jacqueline Cochran, 
a William Kearsley or a Winston Churchill 
but everyone can take an active part in things 
outside his (or her) job. 

‘Our present way of life is too full of spec- 
tator activities,” according to Dr. Portia Ham- 
ilton, Consulting and Clinical Psychologist. “They 
take up one’s time but nothing else. They offer 


._no challenge, use up no creative ability. 


“Most people have creative ability of some 
kind struggling for expression.”’ 

If vou are a victim of boredom and dont 
know what to do about it, Dr. Hamilton sug- 
gests that you try making an honest appraisal 
of vourself, 

Make a schedule of what you have been do- 
ing, day by day, for the past two weeks. How 
much time did you waste? 

How much money did you spend that gave 
you no pleasure at all? 

Then make a start at carrying out one of 
those projects you’ve been putting off. Your 
interest must be sincere if you want to add 
breadth to your living. 

Don't choose photography, for instance, be- 
cause your neighbor likes it. You may preter, 
gardening, repairing old furniture, or learning 
to be a good chef. 

“Tt is the cultivation of oneself through nu- 
nerous and varied interests,” Dr. Hamilton said, 
“that allows one to escape ennui with oneself-- 
for that really is what boredom is.”

MEMBER of The American Weekly staff 
who has been going to doctors about 
twice a week for many years to get pills 

for a supposed case of general debility recently 
was put under the observation of an acknowl- 
edged diagnostician of high standing, who dis- 
covered that this man had a cancer which had 
grown too much for any hope of saving his life. 

Another member of our staff was being 
treated for ulceration of a Cavity following the 
extraction of a tooth. We sent this man to the 
came diagnostician who discovered that he had 
an alarming condition of bovinoid tubercular gland 
infection. It took three months 
to restore this man to usefulness 
by giving him streptomycin. 

Another valued member of a 
our staff was told by his doctor ee | 
that he had a heart condition ; : 
which was so bad that he must 
stop all work as an artist. We 
sent him to the same diagnos- 
tician who explained to him that 
he could work for many years 
as an artist if he would stop 
straining his heart with his. ex- 
cessive physical activity on his 
sail boat. 

The wife of one of our edi- 
torial executives was stricken 


with spasms. Her doctor made .X\-ray phnoto- 
graphs of the brain and gave her other tesis. He 
concluded she had a brain tumor; said she must 
immediately have an operation, which would 
cost about $1,000. We sent the resuits af tne 
tests to our same diagnostician and he found that 
she had no brain. tumor. Today she is a happy 
wife and mother-—well on the road to recovery. 

Many vears ago this young physician, who 
adopted “internal medicine” as his specialty, 
reached the conclusion that he must have the 
courage to sign his name to any diagnostic re- 
port he made. To a patient he would say: 

“T have two copies of my statement of what I 
believe is the matter with you. Keep one with 
you wherever you go. I will keep the other, 
Never let a doctor attend vou until he reads my 
report because I stand behind it. 

“The report is also intended to be a help to 
any other doctor you may go te, if you are 
traveling or move to another city. In that way, 
it may help you avoid the duplication and ex- 
pense of extra tests.” 

After giving this voung physician a most

rigid examination, the American Board of In- 
ternal Medicine made him one of its Diplomates, 
or approved specialists in that field. 

It would be useless for our readers to ask 
for this great and humble diagnostician’s name 
because his and our ethics forbid,such disclosure. 
There are competent and conscientious diagnos- 
ticians all over America. Such men will not hesi- 
tate to consult as many as half a dozen experts 
in such specialties as eyes, skin, blood, nerves 
and other special branches of medicine before 
completing a diagnosis. 

There are many hospitals throughout the 
United States that have competent clinics where 
qualified internists will make a thorough diag- 
nosis without cost or for a modevate charge. 


Every doctor who makes a diagnosis should 
have the courage to do it in writing. 
his prescriptions by law. 


He signs 
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Every family doctor is presumed to know 
or be prepared to have appropriate specialists 
apply as a matter of routine the tests which we 
are presenting here for the benefit of our more 
than 9,500,000 subscribers. 

First of, all the diagnostician asks the patient 
to tell him all he knows about his chief com- 
plaints and his other symptoms. 

“hen the patient is questioned about anv out- 
standing or persistent maladies suffered by his 
parents and other close relatives: then about 
all the diseases, disorders, repeated discomforts, 
severe injuries and lingering emottonal shocks 
he may have suffered from childhood on. 

After that, comes the— - 


Physical Examination and Tests 


1. SKIN-—-The condition of the skin may 
reveal significant information about what is 
going on in other parts of the body. Anvy irregu- 
larities, discolorations or unusual growths are 
closely examined. If they are of suspicious as- 
pect, a small piece of skin may be removed, pain- 


lessly, and studied under a microscope. The mi- 
croscopic examination of any section of bodily 
tissue is called biopsy. 


2. EYES—From an examination of the eyes, 
the diagnostician can not only determine if they 
themselves are diseased, but also often detert 
the first indication of maladies affecting other 
areas and organs. 2 

The eye test begins by having a small ligh: 
flashed close to them. If the pupil fails to cov- 
tract, this betrays that certain nerves and brain 
centers are not working well. 

The patient is next asked to move his eyes in 
Various directions to disclose whether or not 
they are performing properly. If the patient 
squints, this may indicate that another group of 
nerves or muscles is affected. 

Next, the doctor presses the eyeballs to see 
if they are hard. If they are, this means that 
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there is increased tension. Should this be caused 
by more than a normal amount of fluid within 
the eye, it may indicate glaucoma--a very 1m- 
portant condition, often missed, which leads to 
blindness. 

If the doctor suspects the presence of this 
condition, he uses a special machine, called:a 
Tonometer, to measure the tension of the eve. 

Hie next looks inside the eye with an instru- 
ment called an Ophithalmoscope, which directs a 
rav of light into the inner chambers and into the 
rear of the eyeball. This examination is con- 
ducted in a darkened room. From it. the doctor 
may learn a number of significant things: f 


(A)——-The condition of the blood vessels .in 
the eve (which is assumed to be the condition of 
the blood vessels in the rest of the body) and 
whether the patient has hardening of the arteriés, 

(B)—-Whether the arteries or veins are clot- 
ted (thrombosis of the retinal vessels). 

(C)-—Bvy examining the inside. rear laver ‘of 
the eyeball (called the retina), whether the pa- 
tient has various other diseases, such as dla-

with the use of the Stethoscope, the familiar In- 
strument which amplifies sound, so the doctor 
can tell, as the patient breathes, deeply and 
regularly, if the lungs are working right. 

Next comes an examination with the Fluoro- 
scope, which is a type of X-ray machine that 
gives the doctor an immediate view of shadows 
cast by any unusual growths or obstructions 
within the lungs or other parts of the body. 

If there are shadows which do not readily 
lead to a diagnosis, the doctor then uses an- 
other instrument called a Bronchoscope, which 
can be inserted with very little discomfort 
through the mouth on down into the lungs. 
Through this instrument the doctor can see into 
the lungs and detect the presence of any tumor 
or foreign body. Through it he can also extract 
a small sample of tissue for a biopsy. 

An additional test of the lungs can be made 
by injecting into them a special type cf oil which 
provides the necessary contrast for making X- 
ray plates of lung tissue. 

9 HEART—-As with the lungs, the heart 
examination begins with the use of the Stetho- 
scope, which reveals any improper murmurs. 
This is followed by use of the Fluoroscope, which 
permits the doctor to study shadows cast by the 
heart and thus observe it in action. 

If these examinations reveal any suspicious 
details, the diagnostician then uses another 
special contrivance for making an Electrocardio- 
gram. 

In this test, electrodes are fastened to the 
patient's arms, legs and chest wall. From these, 
wires lead to an electrical apparatus, equipped 
With a special camera which registers on film 
all the variations in the heart beat. Certain ir- 
regularities in the pattern of recorded heart 
beats may be of vital significance in making the 
proper diagnosis. 

By another recently devised test, a dye is in- 
serted into a vein so that a series of very rapid 
A-rays can be made as the dye courses into the 
heart and the big blood vessels, Thus it is pos-

betes, nephritis, (inflammation of the kidneys), 
or high blood pressure. 
(D)—-By close scrutiny of the optic nerve, 


where it enters the interior of the eyeball, 


whether the patient may have other diseases, 
such as syphilis or tumor of the brain. 

3. EARS—The interior of the ears are ex- 
amined with an instrument called an Otoscope, 
which directs a ray of light into them. Thus, 
abscesses and other disorders can be detected. 

If a patient has diminished hearing, a series 
of tests is performed with a machine called an 
Audiometer. These tests establish the degree of 
hearing and may lead to a recommendation for 
either an operation or a hearing aid. 

4. NOSE—Here again, with a similar device, 
light is introduced into the nasal cavities. If 
anything unusual is observed, a suction con- 
trivance is used to withdraw discharges. 

5. MOUTH—If there is any suspicious growth 
on the lips, tongue, or lining of the mouth, a 
small section is removed for a biopsy. 

Next the doctor looks into the larynx with 
a device called a Laryngoscope. If he sees any 
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tumors or any other superfluous tissue, he again 
takes a small sample for a biopsy. 

6. TEETH—If the teeth and gums are not in 
good condition, the diagnostician recommends a 
dental examination, including X-ray. 

7. NECK-——If there are any lumps in the neck 
that cannot readily be diagnosed, once again a 
sample is taken for a biopsy. 

If the thyroid gland, which is in the neck, 
gives any indication of improper function, the 
patient is given a basal metabolism test. After 
resting in the morning without breakfast, he is 
tested with a special contrivance which supplies 
oxygen to the body and in this way the amount 
of oxygen he utilizes can be measured. If he uses 
up an excessive amount, his metabolism is said 
to be high. If too little, it is low. 

Either condition, in relation to other symp- 
toms, may have special significance and calls 
for certain treatment. 

These gnd other tests may disclose that the 
patient suffers from one of several types of 
goitre, or disease of the thyroid gland. 

8. LUNGS—The lung examination begins 


sible to detect various congenital malformations, 
which can be corrected by surgery. 

In still another heart test, a catheter, or tiny 
tube, is inserted through a vein directly into the 
heart. Through this, samples of blood from vari- 
ous heart chambers can be extracted, for a study 
of their oxygen content. 

10. ABDOMEN--If there is an enlargement 
of the liver, X-rays are taken. From samples of 
blood, a study is made of the various chemicals 
handled by the liver. 

A similar procedure is followed when there 
is an enlargement of the spleen. 

Sometimes, to aid in diagnosing spleen dis- 
order, a patient is given a local anesthetic and a 
needle inserted into a chest bone. Through this, 
some of the bone marrow is sucked out, to be 
studied under a microscope. 

11. STOMACH AND INTESTINES—One test 
for stomach maladies begins with the patient 
swallowing a white substance called barium sul- 
phate. The doctor then uses the Fluoroscope to

HE $2 horse player is an incredible optimist. 

When his horse runs second, he dreams up 

a foul against the winner. When he runs 
out of the money, he merely shrugs, mumbles a 
post mortem and tears up his ticket. 

Then he puts on the rose-colored glasses 
again and goes looking through the past per- 


formance charts for a Winner in the next race. 


Occasionally, he boos a jockey for a bad ride, 
but mostly he blames himself for losing and 
keeps pretty quiet about it--except when he 
feels he’s beeir taken over by the people who run 
the races. 

He knows from sad experience that there are 
a thousand ways a horse can lose a race all by 
itself. But when he thinks one he’s bet on gets 
help from the officials—-then there’s no telling 
what he'll do or how far he'll go. 

Many race goers will remember an occurrence 
at the Jamaica track after the running of the 
Saranac Handicap a little while back. On that 
particular occasion, only speedy action by the 
Pinkerton track police forestalled a full-sized 
riot. 

Third choicé in the betting was Belair Stud’s 
mad. horse, Shackleton, an unpredictable and 
often=unmanageable colt. Shackleton, saddled 
by trainer Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, had won his 
last two starts, ineluding the $50,000 Dwyer. 
There was $43,000 bet on him in the Saranac. 

But he shied at the starting gate and snapped 
at the man at his head as the assistant starters 
tried to shove him into his stall. They got him 
in finally, but When the barrier was sprung he 
refused to run—and there was no refund. 

Fitzsimmons’ 75th birthday was’ celebrated 
after the race and a storm of boos followed 
mention of his name. Then, five men jumped 
onto the track, but the alert Pinkertons rounded 
them up and restored order. 

A. month later, at Saratoga, Shackleton was 
a narrow favorite over Young Peter in the Sara- 
toge Cup. Again, he acted up at the post, biting 
an assistant siarter on the leg and then sitting 
down in his stall. Finally, he was given a run- 
ning start outside the gate. 

He broke well and was running in second 
place when Young Peter ranged up alongside 
him at the second turn. Enraged, he leaned over 
and bit Young Peter on the nose, hanging on for 
a number of strides. 

Young Peter, cut and bleeding, finished 
eighth, while Shackleton ran second all the way. 
Young Peter’s supporters were furious, but the 
stewards mulled over Shackleton’s savage ac- 
tions for 1@ minutes, then decided to let the 
result stand. ‘ 

Afterwards, William Woodward, owner of 
Belair Stud. decided he had enough of Shackle- 
ton. He sold the colt to Mrs. F. A. Clark on 
condition she race him only over the jumps. 

Early last fall, there was an incident at 
Atlantic City, in New Jersey, but here the bet- 
tors fared better than in New York. 

It was the closing day of the meeting and 
Even Break, the 3 to 2 favorite, refused to break 
in the fourth race and was still standing in his 
stall when the pack had gone a quarter of a 
mile. 

The crowd booed and then the announcement 
came over the loudspeaker—under the racing 
rules the result must stand. There would be no 
refund for those who had bet on Even Break. 

But the fans took matters into their own 
hands. They swarmed onto.the track and were 
still’ milling around there -when the horses 
paraded to the post for the featured All Ameri- 
can Handicap. 

Others were pouring’ out of the stands when 
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A Spectator Climbed Into the Stewards’ Stand. An Angry 
Mob Surged Onto the Track and the Bottles Began to Fly.

a second announcement was heard. The track 
had decided to refund all bets on Even Break 
without any deductions from the mutuel pool. 

There was disorder at Bay Meadows, Cal- 
ifornia, this fall when Galley B, an 8 to 5 
favorite, was left at the post in a race. Bettors 
surrounded General Manager Bill Kyne’s office, 
demanding their money back. 

Their claim was the gate had never opened 
and though the pictures showed it did, Kyne 
advised all who had bet on Galley B to hold 
their tickets pending an investigation. 

Violence reached perhaps an all-time peak at 
Suffolk Doyns, near Boston, on Aug, 11, 1945. 
Johnny Jr., favorite in the seventh race, was 
disqualified for interfering with other horses. 

When his number was taken down, a spec- 
tator leaped the fence and climbed into the 
“stewards stand. The police hauled him out, but 
an angry crowd surged onto the track. 

Shouting and screaming, they rained beer 
bottles and other objects at the stewards’ stand. 
The windows were smashed. and the stewards 
had to lie on the floor with chairs over their 
heads to protect themselves. 

As it was, Steward William Almy was badly 
cut by flying glass. 

The jockey scales room was damaged and the 
track cafe demolished. An attack on the totali- 
sator board was turned back. A police motor- 
cycle, however, was set afire on the lawn. 

Tractors were brought onto the racing strip 
in tank formation, but the crowd halted them 
by yanking the wiring. 

The riot lasted more than an hour and was 
put down finally by police reserves and the Navy 
shore patrol, The eighth race was called off. 

Four men were later arrested on charges of 
inciting a riot and the one who first broke into 
the stewards’ stand was sentenced to three 
months in jail.

ITH most of Yale’s student population 
out of town for spring vacation, aster 
Sunday, 1946, in New Haven, Conn., was 
a quiet day. Although many of its citizens 
attended church and then sat down to holiday 
dinners, there were a few who had to work. 

Among this reluctant number was Detective 
Sergeant Harry Tuttle, who, at 4:10 p. m., in re- 
sponse to a telephone call, found himself enter- 
ing an upstairs bedchamber in the rooming 
house conducted by Mrs. Clara Munson, on 
Crown Street. 

Within the room, Tuttle greeted Dr. M. M. 
Scarborough, whom he knew. On the bed, with 
Mrs. Munson hovering near, lay the still figure 
of a pretty, young, dark-haired girl the cause 
of Dr. Scarborough’s summons. 

“She's critically injured,’’ the doctor informed 
Tuttle. ‘Cerebral hemorrhage resulting from 
skull fracture-—inflicted by some blunt instru- 
ment, under suspicious circumstances. How- 
ever, she’s still conscious.” 

The detective bent over the 
“Who attacked you?” he asked. 

The girl’s only response was a labored flicker 
of her eyelids. 

“Talking to her won’t do any good, officer,” 
Mrs. Munson put in. “The poor thing’s a 
deaf-mute,”’ 

Tuttle reached quickly for pencil and paper, 
but during his very movement, the girl gasped 
and her eyes closed. Dr. Scarborough felt for 
her pulse. “She's dead,” he announced. 

From a downstairs phone, the detective called 
his chief, Captain Henry Donnelly, and then 
drew from the landlady what she knew of the 
events preceding the girl’s death. 

“At 10:45 this morning,’’ Mrs. Munson began, 
“she appeared at my front door with a young 
man. He was a deaf-mute, too. He wrote on a 
pad: Did I have a room for his wife and him- 
self? I showed him one, but he wrote: Have 
you one with a bigger Closet? Then he rented 


the room you were in, although I couldn't under- 


stand what difference a big closet made, as they 
had only two small suitcases.” 

In her hurry to get to church, the landlady 
continued, she'd failed to ask the couple's name, 
although she'd remembered to give the man a 
key which opened both the room and_= street 
doors. Shortly before 4, she returned home. 

-*assing through the upper hall, she'd glanced 
into the new lodgers’ room, the door of which 
was ajar, and was appalled to see the girl crum- 
pled on the floor. She'd lifted her onto the bed 
and: called Dr. Searborough. 

“What's more,”’ she concluded, “I noticed that 
two beautiful diamond rings and a diamond 
studded wedding ring she’d been wearing were 
missing from her fingers.” 

When Captain Donnelly arrived, he and Tuttle 
examined the upstairs chamber, from which the 
body had now been removed. They found only 
one suitcase, obviously the girl's, for it con- 
tained an assortment of Women's clothing, which 
bore labels of New York shops. Her .pocket- 
book lay on a dressing table, but it yielded no 
hint to her identity, and, as far as money was 
concerned, held only a few coins.

MES. MUNSON pointed to where she'd discov- 
ered the girl. The floor there, directly in 
front of the cioset, was bloodstained. The de- 
tectives opened tie closet door, and inspected the 
interior. They found little, but this surprising: a 
dottle of tobacco, someone, obviously, had 
knocked out a pipe on the tloor of the closet. 
“It wasn’t there yesterday,” Mrs. Munson 
protested. “Il cleayed that closet thoroughly.” 
The sum of the detectives’ observations thus 
far added up to a case of murder, with the 
perpetrator most probably the yvoung man, who, 
with his suitcase, had disappeared; and the 
motive, in view of the missing jewelry and near- 
empty pocketbook, robbery. Before leaving, 
Donnelly and Tuttle secured from Mrs. Aiunson 
a description of the victim’s presumed husband. 


Hie was dark, of medium build and height, with 


curly hair. 

Back at headquarters, Donnelly, pursuing the 

one slim lead at hand—-the labels on the clothing 

called New York City police. But they had no 
report of a missing deaf-mute girl. Neverthe- 
less, the captain assigned Tuttle to leave for New 
York the next morning to check in the stores 
where she'd shopped. 

But before the sergeant caught the 9 a. m. 
train the following day, Monday, April 24, his 
task was simplified. Captain.William Jones, 
of New York City’s Third Detective Branch, 
phoned to say that one Joseph Castelli of East 
103d Street, Manhattan, had a_ half-hour be- 
fore, reported his wife, Annie, 22, missing since 
early Sunday morning. 

“She's a deaf-mute,” Jones added, “and her 
description fits the girl up there.” 

By noon, Tuttle was in Jones’ otfice.: One look 
at the picture of Annie Castelli, left by her hus- 
band, told him that she was the murdered girl. 
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“Castelli thinks his wife ran off with another 
man,” Jones related, ‘“‘but he has no idea who. If 
so, She probably had good cause.” 

Jones explained that since phoning New Haven, 
he'd learned that Joseph Castelli, on his wife’s 
complaint, had recently served three months on 
Blackwell's Island for non-support and assault. 

‘“‘Hle’s a hard man to talk with,” Jones con- 
cluded. ‘‘He’s a deaf-mute, too.” 

“Violent, and a deaf-mute, eh?’ Tuttle ob- 
served. “I think I'll go see him. Maybe his story 
about another man is cooked up.”’ 

With city detectives Conroy and Enright, the 
New [laven sergeant went over to the 103d Street 
address, an apartment house. Castelli was at 
home, admitted the officers, and ‘‘conversed”’ 
with them tediously, by means of pad and pencil. 
Informed of his wife’s death, the dark, curly- 
haired man distractedly pulled a pipe from his 
pocket and nervously chewed the stem. The 
action was not lost on Tuttle. 

Then, under the pretext of hunting for a lead 
to the man with whom Castelli’s wife had eloped, 
the detectives searched the apartment. Although 
they found no diamond rings, Tuttle’s suspicions 
regarding the new widower were strengthened by 
other discoveries.

In view of Mrs. Munson’s failure to identify 
Castelli, Tuttle and Captain Jones felt they 
could not hold him; but in view, too, of Don- 
nelly’s new information, which strongly implied 
that Castelli might have followed the eloping 
pair to New Haven, Detectives Conroy and En- 
right were assigned to tail him. 


URING his dinner that night, Tuttle realized

First, a man and a 
woman bought tickets for the 7:40 to New 
Haven, then, a few minutes later, a second deaf- 
mute man, by himself, bought another.”’ 

Tuttle left, satisfied that the three persons 
concerned were Annie Castelli and her lover, and 
Joe. But he was puzzled by the fact that the 
husband had known, and bought a ticket to the 
destination of the eloping pair. Again, the 
sergeant pondered the present whereabouts of 
Annie’s sweetheart. One explanation was that, 
aware of or even a Witness to the murder, he 
fled, fearing involvement. A more sombre one 
was that Castelli, at some point remote from the 
rooming house, had killed him, too. 

Tuttle returned to the oflices of the Third 
Branch.

They started up the block, and Joe 
slipped out of a doorway across the street and 
followed them.” 

With this informaticn, Tuttle saw the crime 
in its true light. Annie's lover, Vetter, was actu. 
ally Joe’s confederate, and together they had, 
killed her.

for Annie’s jewelry were found on Vetter. In 
the face of this evidence and the array of wit- 
nesses the police could produce, the two mur- 
derers confessed.

“The Duchess” was a familiar 
sight to the people of FEarls- 
wood, Redhill, in Surrey, England. 

Winter or summer, her costume 
never varied. She always wore the 
same ragged coat with the sleeves 
out at the elbows and a Safety pin 
holding it together at the neck. The 
same battered black hat was pulled 
far down over her stringy gray hair, 
and her shoes were so dusty and 
cracked they had no recognizable 
style or color. 

“Poor old thing, she looks like a 
tramp,” the villagers used to tell 
one another, shaking their heads. “‘I 
wonder if she gets enough to eat?” 

A short time ago the ‘poor old 
thing’ died. She left an estate of 
$600,000. 

Everybody knew that once years 
ago “The Duchess,” Mrs. Helen 
Palmer, had been wealthy. The 
worn, ragged coat had originally 
been lustrous mink. And the broken- 
down cottage she lived in was the 
old lodge of her 21-room house, 
Farlswood Mount, at one time .a 
stately well-kept mansion but now 
long neglected with p@eling paint 
and broken windows. 

“Nobody dreamed ‘she had a 
nickel any more,” the villagers said. 
“She looked and lived like a pau- 
per.” 

“The Duchess” got her name in 
the ’20s when the newspapers 
started referring to her as “the 
beautiful Mrs. Palmer.’”’ Handsome, 
well dressed, famous as a hostess 
and patron of the arts, she used to 
be a favorite of photographers tak- 
ing pictures of the “fashionables’”’ 
at Ascot or on the Riviera. As she 
grew older, she still retained her 
beauty and her air of expensive 
grooming. 

“But early in the war,’’ said one 
of her neighbors, “her husband died 
and then her only son was killed. 
She changed after that.” 

For months she secluded herself. 


T shabby old woman Known as 
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B Prosperous Paupers 


Then she dismissed the servants and 
moved out of the big house and into 
the small cottage. Both house and 
cottage fell into disrepair. 

“We all thought she’d lost her 
money and was poor as a church 
mouse,” the neighbor said. “She got 
more and more threadbare all the 
time. Imagine $600,000 in the bank.” 

It is an enigma that has puzzled 
people since time began—the occa- 
sional person who lives in poverty, 
talks and acts as if he didn’t have 
a dime for his next loaf of bread, 
and yet has more money tucked 
away than the average man ever 
dreams of getting. 

Just a few months ago Joseph 
Napoleon Belanger died in Montreal, 
Canada, at the age of 64. His 
clothes were always. stained. and 
torn. and his shoes were laced with 
wrapping twine. No bankbooks or 
records of deposits could be located. 

Several weeks later his niece, 
Alice Belanger, put her hand into 
an old rusty hot water boiler in 
the basement of his home and pulled 
out a $100 bill. Three hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars was there, 
stuffed in like waste paper. 


HOSE who knew him said they 
thought he made the money ‘in 
real estate investments. But that 
was a long time ago. For many 
years he ‘had been living very fru- 


-gally. At times it appeared that he 


existed without even some of the 
necessities of life. 

In the little English city of Run- 
corn, another such “pauper” Enoch 
Sherratt, a seedy-looking old pottery 
dealer who shunned a razor, died re- 
cently in the small basement room 
he called home. Nobody ever remem-

an old rust-colored suit, threadbare 
shirts and a cracked célluloid collar. 
Enoch haggled over every hand- 
ful of vegetables or bit of cheese’or 
bread he bought, pleading poverty. 
Invariably the merchants felt sorry 
for the crazy old codger. | 
But after his death officials 
found a locked inner chamber be- 
hind his basement room. It con- 
tained a desk and filing cabinets. 
There were records of decades ,.of 
stock market dealings made through 
a Liverpool broker. They showed 
Enoch’s net worth to be $128,000.
